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Student and Occupy Edmonton 
protesters’ attempts to occupy 
the University of Alberta were 
met with a firm refusal by offi¬ 
cials and a pronounced police 
presence Wednesday. 

The Edmonton contingent of 
Occupy Wall Street posted earli¬ 
er on its Facebook page inten¬ 
tions to protest at the U of A 
quad. 

The group, which grew to 
about 100 at its peak, was 
blocked by EPS and peace offi¬ 
cers at Saskatchewan Drive. 

Occupy spokesperson Katie 
Nelson said the protest was over 
high tuition and staff cuts. 

“We are sending a message to 
the University of Alberta that we, 
too, have a voice, that we, too, 
have a say in what happens to 
our education,” Nelson said. 

An EPS and U of A protective 
services representative warned 
non-students would be arrested 
if they stepped on campus. 

Protesters sat on the road sev¬ 
eral minutes before being

► No arrests were made during 
the two-and-a-half hour 
protest. Peace officers began 
to write a ticket for one 
protester who stepped onto 
campus land, but let him 
return to the group instead.

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Tories want to overhaul budget process

The Alberta government 
plans to open the legisla¬ 
ture’s spring sitting next 
week with a bill that would 
fundamentally restructure 
how the province’s budgets 
are put together. 

Treasury Board president 
Doug Homer says zero- 
based budgeting would fo¬ 
cus on results and would 
ensure that programs and 
services were vigorously re¬ 
assessed every year. 


“It’s not about cutting. 
It’s not about la 3 dng hordes 
of people off. It’s about de¬ 
livering services better,” 
Homer said in the legisla¬ 
ture rotunda Wednesday. 

Under traditional budg¬ 
eting practices, politicians 
and officials subtract from 
or add money to existing 
line items to achieve de¬ 
sired outcomes. 

Homer said what the 
government would like to 


do is determine goals for 
each year, then build budg¬ 
ets to meet them. 

Existing programs and 
services would essentially 
start from zero at the start 
of every budget year and 
would have to prove they 
were worthwhile and deliv¬ 
ered value toward a broader 
goal. 

He said focusing on re¬ 
sults doesn’t mean losing 
focus on the bottom line. 


“Certainly we’re going to be 
frugal in what we do and 
certainly we’re going to 
make sure we spend within 
our limits.” 

The changes would be 
rolled out incrementally. A 
third of the departmental 
budgets would be reviewed 
this year with an eye to 
switching them to zero- 
based budgeting in the 
2013-14 fiscal year.

“PMMA is far more 
toxic than MDMA, which is 
referred to as ecstasy. We 
know that it has a higher 
incidence of seizures and ir¬ 
regular heartbeats and hy¬ 
pothermia.” 

PMMA, also known as 
“Dr. Death,” is linked to 
eight Alberta deaths, and 
five in B.C.

This winter’s balmy 
weather is offering more 
than relief for Edmontoni¬ 
ans, who have only had to 
deal with a few days of 
frigid temperatures. 

Roadwork has contin¬ 
ued and the city has even 
got a bit of a head start on 
potholes. 

Crews have also been 
able to pick up litter, since 
it hasn’t been buried un¬ 
der as much snow as usu¬ 
al. 

“If the last of the snow 
would melt, we could 
start our spring cleanup,” 
said Bob Dunford, the 


city’s director of roadway 
maintenance. “But there’s 
a high probability it’s 
not.” 

Last spring was the sec¬ 
ond-worst of the past 
decade for potholes, with 
an estimated 450,000 
needing to be fixed. Dun- 
ford said it’s unlikely to be 
as bad this year. 

And while snow-re¬ 
moval equipment hasn’t 
been in use much, it’s 
ready to go, as Dunford re¬ 
calls a winter similar to 
this a half-dozen years 
ago. 

“Again, it was very dry 
in January and February, 
then 1 think March was 
like 48 centimetres of 
snow.”

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Senator takes back 
controversial words 


O Tory Boisvenu apologizes for earlier comments 
on offering suicidal hanging to worst offenders 


A Conservative senator 
backed away from an un¬ 
conventional proposal 
Wednesday for reducing 
prison costs: Give serial 
murderers a rope and let 
them decide whether to 
hang themselves. 

“Basically, every killer 
should (have) the right to 
his own rope in his cell. 
They can decide whether 
to live,” Sen. Pierre- 
Hugues Boisvenu said, re¬ 
ferring to people who 
“had no hope of rehabili¬ 
tation.” 

A few hours later, after 
an outcry from the oppo¬ 
sition and a flurry of me¬ 
dia interest, Boisvenu 
issued a statement saying 
the comment was inap¬ 
propriate and that he 
withdrew it.

The comment about 
hanging came on the 
same day an awareness 
campaign was launched 
on youth mental health, 
in memory of young Ot¬ 
tawa suicide victim Daron 
Richardson. There have 


also been a number of 
recent, high-profile 
prison suicides in Quebec. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper distanced himself 
from the remarks, but 
said he understood 
Boisvenu’s feelings. 
Boisvenu became a vic¬ 
tims’-rights advocate after 
his daughter was kid¬ 
napped, raped and mur¬ 
dered in 2002. Harper 
appointed him to the Sen¬ 
ate two years ago. 

“We all understand 
that Sen. Boisvenu and his 
family have suffered hor¬ 
ribly in the past and, 
obviously, I think we un¬

Oil from Concordia cruise ship 
spreads through Italy’s waters 


O Activists fear leaking fuel will harm 
marine life O Officials identify 17 th body 



A thin film of oil spread 
from the Costa Concordia 
cruise ship as waves bat¬ 
tered the wreckage off 
Italy’s coast Wednesday, 
adding to fears of an envi¬ 
ronmental disaster in the 
area’s sensitive, pristine 
waters. Authorities were 
trying to assess how seri¬ 
ous and extensive the 
spread was, but said that 
so far it didn’t appear 
alarming. 

Italian authorities also 
identified a German 
woman, Siglinde Stumpf, 
as being among those 
killed in the Jan. 13 capsiz¬ 
ing of the vessel. Stumpf 
is the 17th person whose 
body has been identified. 
Fifteen others are listed as 
missing. 

The search for the miss¬ 


ing has been hampered by 
rough seas, with emer¬ 
gency officials ending the 
search in the submerged 
part of the ship due to the 
danger to rescue workers. 

A large crack also ap¬ 
peared Wednesday be¬ 
tween two glass panels 
that formed part of the 
roof of the massive ship. 

The oil film was spread¬ 
ing from a separate part of 
the ship, apparently the 
stern. 

The ship contains about 
500,000 gallons of heavy 
fuel and other pollutants, 
and fears have grown that 
those chemicals could 
damage an environment 
that is home to dolphins, 
whales and other marine 
life. 

Authorities are hoping 


to pump fuel from the 
ship, but due to bad 
weather the effort was be¬ 
ing suspended again 
Wednesday. 

Floating barriers placed 


around the ship to protect 
the water were lifted by 
winds, allowing the oily 
film from the ship to 
spread throughout the

El Salvador is a tiny country - less 
than half the size of Nova Seotia, with 
a population about the size of the GTA 
- but it is one of the most dangerous 
eountries in the Western hemisphere. 
There were 3,985 violent deaths in El 
Salvador in 2010, most related to gang 
aetivity; that is a higher per-eapita 
number than in Afghanistan. 

That’s why eommunities plaee a 
high priority on giving their young 
people tools to build a future. “Our 
presehool eentres are eritieally impor¬ 
tant,” says Laura Mata, ehief of eom- 
munieations for World Vision El 
Salvador, whieh works with eommu- 
nity groups to ereate programs to ad¬ 


dress their most pressing needs. “By 
giving small ehildren a good eduea- 
tional foundation, they’re ready for 
Grade 1. They’re then more likely to 
be sueeessful and less likely to flunk 
out or quit later.” 

World Vision’s Children’s Clubs 
and Youth Clubs not only provide 
young people with a safe plaee to so- 
eialize, but also give them life s kill s 
and voeational training. (In one elub, 
Kevin, 15 was learning to bake bread 
and faney pastries; in another, a band 
of musieians praetieed while another 
group took learned to paint.) 

Carlos, who is now 17, remembers 
the first time he went to a World Vi¬ 


sion Communieations Club in Taeuba, 
a small mountain town near the 
Guatemalan border where loeal gangs 
are partieularly powerful. “I was 13. 
Some of my friends had been to the 
elub and done a radio show, and they 
needed more people. I went. I was 
very nervous. But it was sueh 
a niee experienee my [nervousness] 
vanished.” 

Before that, Carlos had been play¬ 
ing hookey from sehool sinee age 10, 
had failed 4th grade and fallen in with 
a sketehy group. At the elub, “I got re¬ 
ally involved. I realized I had to stop 
doing the things I’d been doing. I 
started studying again.” Today he 


leads other teens in the group and 
works half-days at a loeal professional 
radio station while attending high 
sehool. 

Of eourse World Vision Canada 
sponsorships support efforts like nutri¬ 
tion and health eare programs in El 
Salvador. But Laura believes that is 
just as important to “improve knowl¬ 


edge. You ean’t ehange lives by just 
giving tangible things,” she says. 
“Change eomes by giving life 
skills and voeational s kill s so that 
[young people] ean be someone in 
the future.” 

At the Taeuba Communieations 
Club, says Carlos, “getting into the 
radio shows is what ehanged my life.

That means anyone with 
the right amount of cash 
will be able to own part of 
a Silicon Valley icon that 
quickly transformed from 
dorm-room startup to cul¬ 
tural touchstone. 

If its initial public offer¬ 
ing makes enough friends 
on Wall Street, Facebook 
will probably make its 
stock-market debut in 
three or four months as 
one of the world’s most 
valuable companies. In its 
regulatory filing with the 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission, Facebook Inc. 
indicated it hopes to raise

Canada 
leaning less 
on U.S.: TD 

The Canadian economy ap¬ 
pears to be on a long-term 
trend toward less depend¬ 
ence on the United States, 
according to a new study by 
TD Economics. 

The study, released 
Wednesday, found that 
Canada’s economic 
reliance on the U.S. in 
terms of share of exports 
and GDP has dropped 
steadily over the last 
decade. For example, 
exports to the U.S. directly 
contributed an annual aver¬ 
age of 0.5 percentage 
points to nominal GDP 
growth over the last 
decade. That was well 
below an average annual 
contribution of 2.3 percent¬ 
age points during the 1980s 
and 1990s. 

TD Economics says a re¬ 
bound in U.S. economic 
growth should boost Cana¬ 
dian exports south of the 
border over the next few 
years. 


But over the long term, 
the bank said Canada’s eco¬ 
nomic prosperity will 
increasingly be driven by 
trade with other non-U.S. 
economies. That will rein¬ 
force the trend in recent 
years, where Canadian eco¬ 
nomic power is shifting 
more and more from Cen¬

Last-ditch effort for WikiLeaks founder in U.K. court 


WikiLeaks founder Julian 
Assange has launched a fi¬ 
nal attempt to persuade 
British officials not to force 
him to go to Sweden to face 
sex crimes allegations. 

A lawyer for the 40-year- 
old Australian told Britain’s 
highest court Wednesday 
that age-old legal tradition 
would be compromised if it 
endorsed a European Arrest 
Warrant written up by 
Swedish prosecutors. 


The Supreme Court hear¬ 
ing is the latest chapter in 
Assange’s months-long 
fight against allegations of 
molestation and rape 
lodged by two women he 
met during a trip to Sweden 
in 2010, just as his website 
grabbed worldwide atten¬ 
tion with its leaks of sensi¬ 
tive U.S. government 
documents. 

Assange denies the alle¬ 
gations, arguing that the 



sex was consensual, and has 
refused to return to Swe¬ 
den, sa 3 dng he fears the 
case is being manipulated 
to political ends. 

Although Assange’s saga 
has been shot through with 
international diplomacy, cy¬ 
beractivism and scandal, 
the case hinges on a diy 
technicality: Whether Swe¬ 
den’s public prosecutor was 
qualified to issue a warrant 
for Assange’s arrest. 


In Britain as in the Unit¬ 
ed States, generally only 
judges can issue arrest war¬ 
rants, and U.K. courts only 
honour European arrest 
warrants issued by what 
they describe as judicial au¬ 
thorities. So far, British 
courts have upheld the 
Swedish warrant on the 
grounds that prosecutors 
there, like elsewhere in Eu¬ 
rope, play a quasi-judicial

Q: I have 
laminate 
wood floors 
throughout my small condo 
and would like to add an area 
rug to the living room, which 
is 10 by 14 feet. What size 
should I choose and what 
style won’t make it feel 
cramped? 

T. Fulham, Winnipeg 

A. Area rugs not only help 
to link living room furnish¬ 
ings together, but to define 
spaces that are open to one 
another as well. 

The biggest mistakes 
people make when choos¬ 


ing an area rug is that they 
buy the wrong size (often 
too small), and they choose 
a look that doesn’t belong 
with an 3 fthing else in the 
room. 

The simplest way to de¬ 
termine the right sized area 
rug in a living area is to 
measure the width of the 
room then subtract two or 
three feet; this will give you 
the width of the rug need¬ 
ed. For instance, if your 
room is 10-feet wide you 
will need an eight-foot wide 
rug. 

Area rugs come in prede¬ 
termined sizes; an eight- 
foot wide rug will be about 
10-feet long. That is the size 
that suits your living area. 
Best style of carpet 
If you have printed fabrics 
on your fhmishings or 
draperies then go with a 
discretely patterned or sol- 
id-coloured rug. 




If furnishings are uphol¬ 
stered in plain fabrics, then 
a patterned rug can help 
add pizzazz to the overall 
decor scheme. 

Another idea is to take 
inspiration from artwork 


that you might have collect¬ 
ed. For example, if you like 
watercolour paintings, then 
choose a rug that has soft, 
aiiy colours and patterns. If 
you collect black-and-white 
photography, then a solid. 


neutral-coloured rug will 
work nicely in the room. 

If your room is feeling 
cramped with furnishings, 
then choose a colour of rug 
that is veiy similar to the 
colour of the wood flooring; 


How will it wear? 


► Synthetic fibres are durable 
for busy lived-in rooms and 
can take on the look of ele¬ 
gant wool and silk. 

► Think longevity These rugs 
have about a five-year lifes¬ 
pan, whereas real wool car¬ 
pets can last a lifetime. 

this will give you the cosi¬ 
ness of the rug but visually 
will not chop up the space 
by adding yet another ele¬ 
ment. 

How much to spend 

An eight-by-10 foot area rug 
can cost from $200 to 
$5,000, depending on the 
quality. I always suggest 
spending between one to 
two times the price of the 
sofa. It’s an easy way to 
gage the quality and value 
needed so the rug works 
with the rest of the room.

Dear Charles the butler. 
How do I remove tough 
tea and coffee stains on my 
mugs? Thanks!

Dear Tran, 

Here are a few good sug¬ 
gestions for you. 

Put some baking soda 
and warm water in the mug 
and wash the inside with a 
soft sponge (do not use any 
abrasive side). If you do this 
regularly, it should work 
like a charm. 

If the stain is a little old¬ 
er, add some lemon juice to 


the baking soda and make a 
paste. Let the paste stand 
in the mug for an hour or 
so before washing with the 
sponge. 

The acid and baking soda 
combination should do the 
trick. If you use the baking 
soda regularly, you won’t 
need to use any chemicals. 

If the above fails, I have 
used a Magic Eraser sponge 


with success. 

Also, on really old, tough 
stains. I’ve made a mixture 
of 1 part dishwasher soap 
to 3 parts warm water and 
V 2 a cup of white vinegar 
and let this sit inside the 
cup for an hour or so. It 
worked veiy well.

DIY IDEAS 


Although many areas have 
been relatively snow-free 
this winter, snow removal 
woes are just one storm 
away 

So here are some strate¬ 
gies, and the latest tools. 

First, have a plan before 
the flakes start falling. If 
you’re not physically up to 
shovelling, arrange for a 
plowing service or enlist 
some kids to at least do 
your walkways; many com¬ 
munities mandate that 
sidewalks be cleared within 
24 hours of a storm. 

If you are taking on the 
snow yourself, take it easy. 

Warm up, start slow and 
cover your mouth if the air 
is veiy cold, according to 
Dr. Grace Cater, a cardiolo¬ 
gist in Cleveland. “Snow 
shovelling can be more 
strenuous than exercising 
full throttle on a treadmill,” 


Cater says on MetroHealth’s 
Heart and Vascular Center’s 
webpage. 

Bill Foster, who for 40 
years has shovelled his own 
and neighbours’ snowy 
sidewalks and driveways in 
the western Chicago sub¬ 
urbs, says common sense 
can make the job easier. 

“The biggest mistake 
people make is starting 
with the easy stuff,” Foster 
says. 

“When you’re freshest 
and strongest, start at the 
end of the driveway where 
the plow dumps all the 
heavy road snow.” 

A few more tips for keep¬ 
ing things manageable, 
from Good Housekeeping 
magazine: 

1. Don't put your back into 

it: Use your leg and thigh 
muscles instead, and push 
more snow than you lift. 

2. Layer up: No heavy down 
coats for this job — it’s bet¬ 
ter to dress in layers you 
can remove as you work. 
Make sure caps or masks

Whether or not the Oil¬ 
ers tanked on purpose in 
the past few seasons in or¬ 
der to draft Taylor Hall and 
Ryan Nugent-Hopkins with 
consecutive No. 1 picks is 
up for debate and almost ir¬ 
relevant now. 

The franchise is stocked

On defence, most of the 
prospects are still a year or 
two away from the NHL at 
least, though 2011 first- 
rounder Oscar Klefbom 
could be the exception to 
the rule.

Oilers don’t need another 
No. 1 pick. Tanking will do 
nothing to help the spirit of 
a team that is oh so used to 
losing already and while 
you never turn down a po¬ 
tential superstar, there’s no 
point giving up on a season 
either.
